Each fiscal year begins with a 


clean slate with any excess 
of 


receipts or excess of expenditures 
reflected in the public debt.

ning of this fiscal year last July

Gold Price Unchanged.

Hodge Says 50 Per Cent 


Of Unemployed Are 


Back at Work. 


State E m p l o y m e nt Director 


George Hod HI" and his aides in the 
federal re-employment service still 
hold to their original estimate of 
60.000 as the number of persons 
actually jobless In this state and 
lacking means of 
subsistence 
for 


themselves and families before the 
public works and civil works pro- 
grams got under way. 
That number, they believe, has 


been reduced by at 
least 50 per 


cent through employment afforded 
by 
the 
multitude of emergency 
projects started during the late 
summer, fall, and early winter. This 
leaves an estimated 30.000 potential 
workers still idle in Nebraska, but 
even some of these may have found 
jobs in private activities during re- 
cent weeks. 


Reports from all counties for the 
period from August 1 up to and in- 
cluding last 
Saturday. December 


23, have been tabulated in Direc- 
tor Hodge's office and show a total 
unemployed 101.000 undoubtedly in- 
cludes many people who have at 
least part time jobs but who regis- 
tered in county unemployment of- 
fices in the hope of getting more 
steady work, or better pay, or both. 
Thousands Gel Jobs. 
But out of the gross enrollment 
as it stands, the records reveal that 
39.566 men and 198 women have 
been given work on CWA projects, 
7.658 more men taken care of with 
jobs on state highways and bridges 
and other projects approved and 
financed by the 
national 
public 


works administration. 
There still remain 58,842 names 
on the unemployment lists, but as 
before stated a large percentage of 
these—possibly as many as half— 
are thought to be working for pri- 
vate employers but have not re- 
ported that fact or asked to have 
their names taken off. 


The male registration outnumbers 
female by about 30 to 1, but this is 
not considered an accurate index of 
the relative needs of the two sexes 
for 
wage-earning 
opportunities, 
since few women have registered 
who were not totally unemployed. 
In Lancaster county, the statistics 
so far tabulated auuply only to men. 
The registration to date is 8,630; 
number reported as employed on 
CWA projects, 2,096; number listed 
as still jobless, 6.634. It will be noted 
that no figures are given for this 
county relative to men on public 
works projects, such as the West O 
street highway project, removal of 
street car 
tracks 
and 
repaving 
streets in Lincoln, and others. 
Douglas county has had the bene- 
fit of 6,520 civil works jobs as a sub- 
stantial offset to its enrollment of 
16,255 unemployed men. The figures 
are lacking as to how many have 
been put to work there on public 
works undertakings such as Mis- 
souri river channel work, widening 
and paving Dodge street as an ar- 
tenal entrance from the west, and 
additional projects employment per- 
haps 2,000 more altogether.

OFF THE RECORD.

HEODORE JOSLIN'S new book, dealing with the 


years during which Herbert Hoover was presi- 


dent, and Joslin himself filled the post of confiden- 
tial secretary, may supply a long-felt want. 
Mr. 


Hoover occupied the presidency in the greatest eco- 
nomic storm in American history. 


What did he think as one development followed 


Jrapidly on the heels of another; what were his reac- 
tions toward individuals figuring in prominent fash- 
Ion in happenings which were of embarrassment to 
Bie administration? Mr. Hoover is a unique man. 
His predecessor, Calvin Coolidge, was credited with 
being the closest-lipped president, but that was be- 
cause he talked so infrequently and was so economic- 


IB;! with words. Yet, unquestionably, the country pos- 
sessed the belief that it knew Coolidge better than it 
Bid Hoover. In contrast, Mr. Hoover was more com- 
Inunicative,, both through the columns of the press 
land through the medium of addresses, but it seemed 
be held himself in restraint, and as a result, the 
(Country did not know him did not feel that it under- 
stood him, and did not have the sympathy for him 
Ifcrhich any man occupying the 
presidency deserves. 


His fatal mistake was to deal in generalities. 


It was a mistake which should be charged to bad 


political advisors. He had a group of professional 
politicians at his elbow, men who had been accus- 
tomed to the traditional practices of politics, men 
!Who were still living back in those years when there 
fcras little thinking and virtually nothing of analysis. 
It was possible to get by with fluffduff, 
because 


money was plentiful, people were going at a rapid 
pace, and conditions were regarded as prosperous. 
These counselors admonished Mr. Hoover against 
Irank and direct talking, and it is a matter of re- 
gret that too frequently, conscious of his own inex- 
perience and limitations in politics, he followed their 
words. 


The net result was that when Hoover's term ex- 


pired, the halo which had been built around him as 
a great war figure was destroyed; and a stranger de- 
parted where a friend had entered. The only time 
throughout all those years that Mr. Hoover came 
near to reaching the hearts of his countrymen was 
in an ungarded moment when he exclaimed: 


"I entered the presidency with the highest ideals of 


service to my countrymen, hoping to effect social 
changes which would add to their happiness, and I 
found myself a plumber, succeeding in stopping one 
leak, only to find another had broken out." 


It is picturesque language and yet it fits the sit- 


uation excellently. If Mr. Hoover had a program, if 
he had in mind remoulding American life, it should 
be recognized the emergency which confronted him 
and the nation as well forced him to put it aside. 
And in the emergency, he was inadequate. He seemed 
incapable of action; literally, frozen to his tracks by 
the force of the storm which swept across the world. 
But the story of the depression with its confusing 
currents, wffi not be complete until something of the 
inner feelings of the man who was head of the gov- 
ernment are revealed. What did he say when the 
Steadily mounting lists of unemployed came to him 
in reports from his subordinates? What did he think 
as industrial activity dwindled? What were his feel- 
ings when farm distress in the middle west echoed 
to Washington? What was in his heart as man after 
tnan and their families were faced with loss of every- 
thing they possessed? What must have been his 
•offerings as he watched a nation, distinctive for its 
resourcefulness, Its initiative, its courage, optimism, 
and buoyancy gradually crystallize into a people 
weighed down with despondency, hopelessness, and 
futility? How he must have longed to be able to ut- 
ter those words which would breed fresh hope, and 
inspire planning and action! It was a human prob- 
lem with which Mr. Hoover was struggling, one filled 
with drama, one which could have been comedy, ex- 
cept for the extreme pathos, and the most puzzling 
phase of it is that its central figure presents the 
greatest puzzle of all.

MAKING THE FUN LAST LONGER.

HE accumulation of something like 65 tons of 


mail in the Lincoln postoffice over the two-day 


interval between Saturday 
and 
Tuesday, during 


which the clerks and carriers took time out for 
Christmas as well as their usual Sunday off, may be 
looked upon as an unfortunate clogging of the pos- 
tal service, or a prolongation of holiday thrills and 
pleasures, which ever way you happen to view it. 


The bright side of the picture is that the post- 


office people got busy right away Tuesday morning 
and during the day succeeded in making deliveries of 
practically all the huge volume of left-over greet- 
ing and gift packages before the shades of night fell. 
They had to work like beavers to make up for their 
own Christmas. 


Of course, if all of us had followed the injunction 


to "mail your Christmas parcels early" the postoffice 
never would have got into the jam it did. The in- 
terchange of good cheer messages and presents would 
then have been pretty well completed before Santa 
Claus started on his journey. It's because we dilly- 
dallied and put off until the last minute what we 
should have attended to a week or two ago that some 
of the traffic had to be handled ex post facto. 


After all, however, that has its advantages. Christ- 


mas offerings that fail to arrive until after the cele- 
bration are doubly welcome because they are unex- 
pected. In the deluge preceding the holiday, one 
has to divide his attention and appreciation among

ONE of the dispatches from Chicago on Christmas 


day dealing with the funds to provide holiday 


cheer emphasizes the depleted condition of stocks of 
merchandise. 


As a result of a flourishing summer, and a much 


improved holiday trade, the Chicago business men 
contributed enough money to buy 
30,000 complete 


outfits of clothing for needy and deserving people. 
When it came time to purchase the apparel, it was 
found possible to secure only 20,000 outfits, so that 
Santa's visit in 10,000 instances would be delayed un- 
til new merchandise of the quality desired arrived, 
by the manufacturers, by the jobbers, and by the re- 


It has been apparent for two years that stocks held 


Sailers were woefully inadequate. 
In industrial ac- 


tivity in the factories, the country had gotten down 
io a hand to mouth basis. Surplus stocks were gone. 
Warehouses were empty. There had been a feverish 
desire on the part of every manufacturer to reduce 
inventories to. the lowest figure. That was a part of 
the hysteria of fear which passed unnoticed prac- 
tically. No one who possessed the methods of con- 
trol produced beyond immediate needs. 


The significance of it is the certainty of renewed 


factory activity. The immense amount of goods sold 
during the fall and winter, particularly the holiday 
season, augurs increased industrial production after 
the first of the year. And that means work for peo- 
ple, increased payrolls, and increased 
purchasing 


power. 


. NOT A MATTER OF FORM. 


"CINCINNATI is solvent and Cleveland is busted," 
^ the Chicago Tribune remarks. Within stone's 
throw of each other in the same state, both are large 
centers, and both face much the same problem. 


They have another bond in common, or rather had 


it. Cleveland tried the city manag3> plan of govern- 
ment for handling its municipal affairs, and aban- 
doned it later. Cincinnati 
adopted 
the 
manager 


plan and still has it. In one community, at least in 
the judgment of its citizens, it was a failure, while 
In the other, it was successful from the start. 


The Tribune explains the amazing contrast by de- 


claring that the sporadic citizens movement, respon- 
sible for the new form, did not last, while in Cincin- 
nati, the independent citizenry was organized and 
has stayed organized. "The success of Cincinnati's 
government can be attributed in a large part to the 
fact that when Cincinnati threw out one set of po- 
litical bosses, it substituted another, and the new 
leaders, in addition to being honest were also com- 
petent as political organizers." The point then is 
that it is not so much the form of government as it 
is the men administering it, who in turn are deter- 
mined by the citizenship back of them. A mere 
change in the form of government means nothing. 


AFTERMATH OF WAR. 


years have elapsed since the close of the 


World war, but its memories were revived 


Christmas Eve by announcement from Washington 
that President Roosevelt had issued pardons to about 
1500 people convicted as offenders against acts nec- 
essary for the conduct of the war. Pardons issued 
covered offenses of draft evasion, espionage, and se- 
dition. They apply to all who have complied In full 
with the sentences imposed, and properly confer citi- 
zenship again. 


This was a belated action in the granting of am- 


nesty. Following the Revolutionary war, both Wash- 
ington and his successor. John Adams, took steps 
toward it. and within three years after the close of 
the Civil war. in 1868. President Johnson extended 
mercy to all who had opposed the Union in its strug- 
gle against the south. 


During the heat of war. there can be little consid- 


eration given to those who refuse, because of con- 
scientious scruples, to defend their country, and there 
is no sympathy to be wasted upon those guilty of 
espionage and sedition. But after having served tfceir 
scntences. they should be restored to citizenship. 


REVENUE BONDS. 
r was an important decision handed down by the 


supreme court of Kansas in the case brought to 


determine the validity of revenue anticipation war- 
rant-; which it is proposed will be issued by the high- 
way commission lor hiphway construction. The law 
passed by a special session was held constitutional 
and as a result. Kansas proposes to inaugurate a 22 
million dollar road program. The warrants are to 
be repaid at the rate of a million dollars a year from 
the income of gasoline tax and motor car 
license 


lew. 


There is a bar here in Nebraska in the constitu- 


tion in the provision prohibiting from incurring debt, 
so thai similar steps could not be taken without re- 
pealing that section of the constitution. 


But Nebraska does hare a revenue bond statute. 


permitting organization of special districts to incur 
indebtedness for the purpose o! public improvement*. 
It was this statute which recently was touched upon 
in the AinswortJi decision.

It marks another important phase 


of European negotiation toward con- 
ference before armed hostilities can 
be resorted to. Italy, Great Britain, 
France and Germany have under- 
taken to collaborate and agree 
among themselves on all disputed 
questions that may concern them. 


These four powers constitute a 
hierarchy in Europe. But they have 
been at some pains to assure the 
smaller states which have regarded 
the pact with alarm that it neither 
intends nor will tolerate any in- 
vasion of their rights. This instru- 
ment does not take its signers very 
far forward on the road to a just 
and permanent peace. But failure 
to sign it would have been a serious 
menace to present peace. 
Every treaty, covenant 
or pact 
which restrains actual war and pro- 
motes the possibilities of mutual 
understanding and adjustment is a 
bar on the doors of a very real hell. 
For this paramount reason, critic- 
isms, jibes and sneers at the multi- 
plication of these peace documents 
are a hindrance to civilization. It is 
enough to assert that thirty years 
ago such documents would have 
been characterized as sheer non- 
sense. 
That they exist, command atten- 


tion, influence national policies to a 
given degree and have already 
proved effective in specific cases, 
are irrefutable proofs of their use- 
fulness and necessity. We cannot 
hope for the millenium in a day nor 
reintegrate a disrupted world so- 
ciety at the drop of the hat. But we 
can steadfastly maintain that rea- 
son surpasses force 
must do or perish.

Assistant Attorney General Pat- 
rick Mallory has declared that all 
•he police forces of the 
nation 


should unite against an array of 
400,000 criminals dubbed by Mr. 
Dem, secretary 
of war, as "the 
scarlet army." Apart from the fact 
;hat scarlet is far too respectable a 
color for the gangsters, Mr. Mal- 
'ory's call to arms is impressive and 
;imely. A dirty yellow would be a 
more characteristic color for these 
criminals. 


These outlaws number three times 
toe enrollment of our regular army; 
tie majority are armed with deadly 
weapons, and many of them are 
itterly callous about taking human 
ife. It is sobering to learn that the 
names of four and a half million 
persons with criminal records are on 
:ile in the department of justice. 
But it should be added that a large 
arpportion of them are either in 
jrison or have discontinued their 
criminal activities. 
Hitherto the forty-eight states 


lave been extremely jealous of the 
invasion of their police powers by 
he federal authorities. Now, how- 
ever, confessing their inability to 


cope 
effectively 
with kidnapers, 


racketeers, gunmen and thieves who 
infest 
and terrorize towns and 


cities alike, the states are appealing 
to the federal government for as- 
sistance. 


Yet it is doubtful if the sugges- 


tions made by Mr. Mallory to the 
recent conference of governors can 
be put 
into 
effect 
without 
an 


amendment to the federal constitu- 
tion. But what a reflection on the 
towns, cities and states that they 
have to concede their defeat by 
organized crime. One major reason 
is not far to seek. Wherever corrupt 
politics exist crime is sure 
to 


abound. Those who resent federal 
intrusion on state rights will have 
to clean up their own territories if 
they would preserve local auto- 
nomy. The criminal army is doomed 
and its pursuers are on their way. 
Whatever hinders the advance of 
law enforcement should now have a 
short shrift. The constitution can- 
not be used to protect "the system"; 
and if necessary, enabling powers 
should be granted for the unifica- 
tion of the police powers of all the 
states with those of the federal 
government. 
But crime strikes deeper than 


the law can penetrate. Other causes 
for its prevalence have been re- 
peatedly mentioned in this column, 
and should be carefully considered 
by every citizen.

The report on Freudian treat- 


ment states that for the past 12 
years the two physicians nave re- 
ferred various patients to accredit- 
ed psycho-analyists. 


The results, briefly, were that ol 


33 cases, 16, or about half were con- 
sidered failures. No patiem over the 
age of 40 was successfully treated 
by this method. In five cases it is 
considered that a comple cure was 
effected. 'In the rest of the cases 
the results were good but not start- 
ling, and at times the good result 
was due to modified circumstances 
of which the treatment was only a 
part. 


In considering the failure, it must 


be admitted that when one of them 
is reported as a suicide and six had 
to be committed to institutions lor 
the care of mental disease, it si no 
exaggeration to say that the results 
were bad. 


Certain other cases are described 
thus: One young man spent 18 
months under treatment nad still 
has the same symptoms he had to 
begin with. One alconolic addict 
was under treatment and continues 
to be an alcoholic addict. Three 
middle-aged men could not be 
handled at all. and still have the 
same symptoms they had when they 
began treatment. One young wo- 
man is worse than she was when 
she began treatment. Three of the 
patients could only be relieved 
when they obtained divorces. These 
are considered to be failures 
be- 
cause part of the reason for under- 
going psycho-analysis was to pre- 
vent the divorce. If. however, it is 
considered that a good result is im- 
possible without divorce, the judg- 
ment is debatable.

NEW YORK, Dec. 27—(INS)—It seerns, from various 


accounts today, including that of a native sports writer and 
even Madison Square Garden itself, that the city of Miami, 
Fla., may decide it does not want the Carnera-Loughran 
fight for the heavyweight championship, making at least 
two parties who may decide they do not want it. The 
other is Camera. Not being altogether nonsensical, he's 
liable to look this one over and start walking thoughtlessly 
down the right field foul line, \vhare maybe he can lose it 
in the sun. 


Was He Really Thinking? 


The match is so bad from his 


standpoint, in fact, that Mr. Will 
Duffy, his American agent, must 
have been thinking very 
deeply 


about 
something 
else 
when he 


made it. Maybe he was thinking 
about the $16,000 Camera says he 
didn't get for the Sharkey fight. 
Maybe he was thinking about his 10 
per cent when Camera asks him to 
take plenty of landscape, which will 
be soon. Generally speaking, 10 per 
cent of nothing is liable to be too 
little. 


Anyhow, he did Camera no great 


favor in giving him Loughran— 
lor a good many reasons, of which 
a few will be ample. One is that 
Loughran goes well with big men. 
as he proved against Campolo and 
Impellittiere. In short, he's jus; 
nobody's ten-pin. 
Another reason 


is that Camera will be blamed, if 
he wins, and ruined, if he doesn't; 
a third, the sympathy that is bound 
to go out from an American crowd 
to a small American of consider- 
able personal appeal, with the result 
that they may "root Loughran in."

CHICAGO, Dec. 27—(AP)—Any hopes that collegiate 


football will provide more and bigger thrills in 1934 de- 
pended a good deal today on what recommendations for 
changes in the rules the American Football Coaches' associ- 
ation might make. Seven proposed alterations in the play- 
ing code were presented at the opening session yesterday by 
Harry G. Kipke of the University of Michigan. After sleep- 
ing on them, the coaches promised to decide today on what 
they would recommend to the rules committee, which will 
meet in New York some time in February. 


Proposed Rules Changes. 


The proposals included elimina- 


tion 
of 
the 
"dead 
ball" rule, 


changing the fumble rule to per- 
mit running with the ball, making 
only fourth down incomplete for- 
ward passes into the end zone 
touchbacks, moving the goal posts 
up to the goal line, increasing the 
sideline zone from 10 to 15 yards, 
permitting forward passing from 
anywhere behind the scrimmage 
line and adopting a "windy day" 
rule to permit a team to surrender 
posse: ;ion of the ball when back 
of its own 20-yard line, at a point 
25 yards up the field, instead of 
punting. 


Kipke said most of the suggested 


changes were offered by a small, 
but insistent minority, and that 
the majority of coaches apparently 
favored leaving the rules as they 
are.

CITY BORROWS 


$10,000 FUND 


Cash to Buy Materials 


For Sewer; Pay For 


O Street Ducts. 


The city council Tuesday de- 


clared an emergency and appro- 
priated $10,000 for the purchase of 
materials for the construction of a 
supplementary sanitarv sewer from 
N to South streets, and to cover 
the cost of materials and labor on 
the laying of fibre duct under O 
street intersections for the orna- 
mental and traffic signal systems 
from Eighth to Sixteenth street. 


The money will be borrowed from 
the water depreciation replacement 
sinking fund. The sum of $8,700 
will be charged against the sup- 
plies for the sewer, most of which 
will be vitrified clay pipe of which 
there will be 7,900 feet. The sewer 
will be 18 inches in diameter. 


In his specifications, on which 
the city clerk was authorized to ad- 
vertise for bids, the city engineer 
estimated the 
total 
cost of the 
sewer at $24,900. The cost in ex- 
cess of the emergency appropria- 
tion will be paid from $16,000 of 
CWA funds allotted for the pur- 
pose. 


The city will have to pay for the 


work already done at the intersec- 
tions, notwithstanding the lighting 
and traffic signals are to be in- 
stalled at government expense. The 
government will not assume the ex- 
pense as a part of the project. 
Members of the council said they 
would rather pay the amount, how- 
ever, than have the new pavement 
cut after the resurfacing project Is 
completed. 


The borrowed money must be 
paid out of the next general tax 
levy. City Attorney Kier explained. 
As a result the $10,000 will be set 
up as a special emergency fund, 
against which registered 3 per cent 
warrants will be Issued.

World «ur vcterau'* »ct be rcMimtd and 
maintained •• the government • policy »»d 
that hi no etent shall widows and. or, de* 
pendent children of deceased World wir 
vein«in lx> without government protec- 
tion."
